This stake has brought a field of thirteen high- 
dass horses together and four of them, Ibsits, 
l,.ilM'rty Ixian, Itroino and Old Uosdnid, wort- sliipjied 
up from New York to fill their engagement in this 
important fixture. It is to be the best field 
brought together on a Canaiiian track this year 
and much enthusiasm has Ins-n worked up among 
local followers of the sport over tlie outcome of 
the race. S<‘veral of those carded have a following, 
lint public supiMirt will be divideil lK‘tween Old 
Rosebud and Ihsits. Both have shown themsidves 
to be sterling racers and iHith have run creditably 
tins year. .Im-key l,s>ftus will have the mount oil 
Boots, while there is some talk of liutwell coming 
on to ride Old Uosi-bud. 

Liberty Loan will Ik' coupled with Boots as the 
Macomber entry and this nally good three-year- 
old’s ilefeat in the Canadian Derby at Fort Erie 
on Wednesday last, sliould not b«‘ counteil against 
the colt, as tlie ra«a! was iiiii over a deep and 
heav,v track, wliidi is sometliiiig tliat affects Lili- 
ert.v Loan uiifavorabl.v. Kebinsoii will proliaiil.v ride 
ISronio, tln‘ Harry Pa.viii' Whitney repn'sinitative 
tliat Allwrt Kiinons brought from New York to 
start in the ra<-e. Rancher will have a large local 
following, as he is owned by George M. Itondrie, 
president of the Windsor Jockey Club. Tlie Ken- 
tuckiaiis a|i|K>ar to bti sweet on tlie chances of 
Fraukliu.

The 
meeting has been extensivel.v advertised in the 
siirroiiiiding country and record crowds will prob- 
ably be in attendance. The officials will b<' prac- 
tieall.v the same as last year with the exception of 
the judges’ stand, in wlilch C. J. FitzGerald will 
pn'side this year, Francis Nelson moving up into 
the stewards’ stand, where he will act as steward, 
rcpreseiitin.g the Canadian Racing Associations.

There .ire twenty-three youngsters by the big horse 
to show for his first season in the stud. This 
spring Luke McLuke was mated to about forty 
mares, all of which, with the exception of one or 
two, appear to be in foal.

— It was strictly a Butler 
day at tlie Empire City i-ourse today. Tlie 
owner of tlie I'oiikers course celebnited tlie open- 
ing of tile Hilltop track by taking tlie Empire 
(’ity Handicap witli Spur and fnruislied the winners 
of more than lialf the program. Ballad, Counsel, 
Spur and 3'op Coat was tlie order in wliicli the 
victories wen' marked no, luit the big race proved 
the niost satisfying of all. Not alone for the 

$3,850 in money, Imt more so because the four— 
ycar-old son of King James — .\untie Mum sbowi'd a 
return to his best form, to lead liome L. S. 
TliompsoiPs P.orrow by a tw»>-lengt!is’ margin and 
defeat the speedy Roamer in decisive fasliion. 

Miieli credit for the victor.v of Spur must la* given 
to tlie horsemansliip of W. Knapp, who rode a per- 
fect race on the Butler colt. He was content to 
rate liis mount licliind the early pacemaker Roamcr 
ami, swinging wide into the good going at the liead 
of the stretcli, sent liis mount for tlie winning 
dash wliere he had all tlie Ix'st of tlie track condi- 
tions. 

Roamcr, as usual, was the one to cut out the 
running, lint the son of Kniglit Errant did not stay 
well in tlie going and, under liis iieavy impost, 
tired liadly in the filial eiglitii. Borrow I'lroved tlie 
one to cliase tlie winner liome and, wliile rounding 
the last turn, moved up In a manner that seemed to 
IKiint to victory In the sprint down the straight- 
away, Roliiiison took liim to tlic inside where tlie 
going was lieavy :ind liolding and this move played 
no small part in his defeat.

UPRISING AMONG MONTREAL HORSEMEN. 

Take Exception to Thoroughbred Horse Association’s 
Ruling Against Racing at Thomcliffe. 



Montreal, Qiie., July 13. — Tlio ruling coming from 
Kentucky regarding racing at the Tliorneliffe Park 
track. Toronto, wliich will lioid its inaugural meet- 
ing .Tiil.v 21 to July 28, inclusive, caused an up- 
rising iimoiig till* Imrsi-men now racing in Montreal. 
They take exception to tlie ruling of tlie Tlmroiigh- 
lired Horse .Vssm-iution and lield an indignation 
meeting sliortl.v before tlie opening of tlie racing 
yesterday afternoon. It was attended liy every 
owner at tlie course, regardless of wliether lie was 
a niemlxT of tlie 'riioroughlired Horse Association. 

'I'lie matter was disi-iisseii liln'raliy by tlie liorse- 
nien and tlie following resolution was unanimously 
adopted, there not iM-ing a dissenting voice: 

“Resolved, that we, the iiieniliers of the Horse- 
men’s Protective Association, recognize the fact 
tliat tlie TliornelifTe Racing and Bn-ediiig Assoi'ia- 
tion lias been in existence for e nmnis-r of years 
and liave lieeii granted a regular eliarter by the 
government, tlint we lierchy look on it as a legiti- 
mate racing assoeiation aii.l pledge our approval and 
unqualified support to the manageiueiit of the Thorn- 
elifle Racing and ISreeding .\ssoi'iation, mid do not 
tliiiik it conflicts witli our pledge made at Toronto 
on Septemlx'r 28, litlti in any way.’’ 

Threaten Disruption of Association. 

Many oxiiressed tlie opinion that if tlie Thorough- 
bred Horse .Association stuck to its ruling, recently 
sent out from Kentucky, that tliere would b«‘ a dis- 
ruption of tile assoi-iation, as tlie members now 
here have made up tlieir minds to race at 'riiorn- 
elilTe track ri'gardless of any future rulings agaiii.st 
ttiein. Tliey claim tliat tlie resolution pas.sed a 
year ago ivas to jiroteet tlie owners of IK-vonshire 
Park, which had gone to tlie expense of liiiildiiig a 
track at AVindsor and were allowed to Is-fore tliere 
was nay ruling made against them or tlie track. 

They also claim that TliornelifTe track was Imilt 
at tlie time of tiie passing of the resolution at 
Toronto last aiitunin and tiiat it is not a new track 
Iniilt since tliat resolution was jiassed. 'The result 
will Is- awaited with interest li.v tlie members of 
tlie Tlioroiiglibred Horse Assoeiation, as tliey are 
reaii.v to witlidraw from the association. Tiicy held 
tlieir meeting tills morning, under the nuine of the 
Horsemen’s Protective Association, taking tlie mat- 
ter in tlieir own liaiids. Tliey claim tlicy have made 
arrangenients to sliip to 'Toronto and, as racing 
comes to a close in t'anada on August 1, the ruling 
is unfair. They also state that tlie ruling slioiild 
liave iM'cn made at an earlier date, as it would 
iiave la-en fairer to all coiieeriieil. 

Members of Association Forbidden to Race. 

President riiaries II. Berryman, of the Thoroiigh- 
hred Horse Assoi-iatiim. makes it quite plain that 
tlie officers and directors of tliat organization will 
cxpi'ct its mcmlicrs racing in t'anada to live up to 
tlieir idedge, made Septenilier 28, 1916, at Toronto, 
wliieh nieaiis that tlie meeting advertised for Tliorii- 
eliffe will not have the assiK'iatiun’s sanction, wliieli 
now is Iieing souglit tliroiigh members of tlie 
Canadian committee. 

“When tlie Ih-vousliire track was completed and 
.a meeting was aiioiit to iH* lield tliere last Sep- 
tenilHT, certain of the inenilKTS of the Canadian 
Racing ,Asso<'iations ohj«'eted. on the score that 
tliere were alread.v too many tracks in tlie Province 
of Ontario and tiireiitened to outlaw all horses tlint 
would race at 18‘vonshire.’’ said Presidimt Berry- 
man, who is now at Lexington, Ky. “A mi'etiiig of 
1.58 memisTs of tlie Tlioroiighlired Horse Assoeiation 
was lield at Toronto, ami a resolution containing 
tlie following iiledge was unanimously adopted; 
‘The niemlxTs of tliis assoeiation will not rai-e over 
any track not already iiuilt in tlie Province of On- 
tario and lieen.sed by the Ontaro government.* 

“That pledge v.'as accepted in good faitli liy the 
Canadian Racing Associations and the action of 
the niemia rs was indorsed by the directors of tlie 
Tlioroiiglilired Horse .Association, who luive never 
liad any idea ottier than tliat no cireiimstance could 
arise tliat would cause any memher to violate it. 

“Now comes a request through certain of our 
memlsTs in Canada that support lie given the 
ThoniclilTe meeting, for no reason other tlian tliat 
the Canadian onh'r- in-war-eouncil will cause a 
cessation of racing in tliat country August 1. 

“Tliose memlx'rs liave Iwen advised by telegrnpli 
.as follows: ‘It lias not tx-eii shown that Tlionicliffe 

was a race track licensed liy tlie Ontario govern- 
ment at the time our jiledge was given last Sep- 
tenilKT. We cannot sanction any action that will 
1 k‘ construed to be in violation of that pledge, wliicli 
was aci-epted in good faith by the Canadian Racing 
Ass'M'iations.’ ’’ 

Cliairman Maefarlane, wlio is ill at his home in 
Montreal, lias niinle it known to the members of 
the Canadian committee tliat. should sanction of 
tlie association be given, in violation of the pledge, 
he would resign his meinhersliip. 

It will not iM-eome necessary for Chairman Mae- 
farlaiM* to resign, Imt tlie resignation of any iiKiii- 
IsT wlio violates tliat pledge will be expected. 

WICKLIFFE COLTS ARRIVE AT GRAVESEND. 

Fourteen Yearlings from 1916 Crop of Kingston 
Stud Are a Fine-looking Band. 

New York, July 13. — Fourteen colts from the 
1916 crop of Kingston .Stud yearlings have arrived 
at John AVlielaii’s training stable at tJravesend 
track. Contrary to expectations, only the colts 
were forwarded in tlio sliipnient. Messrs. Corrigan 
& MeKiimey, who .are less<‘es of th<‘ Kingston Form, 
which is under tlie inamigement of Miss EUzala-tli 
Daiiigerfield. liad intended to have their whole yoar- 
liiig crop, iiieludiiig fourteen colts and twelve fillies, 
sent to New York in one sliipmeiit, lait at the 
lust moment it was discovered that only one horse 
ear was available, so that the fourtisai colts were 
sent along wliile the fillies were held up until a 
ear slioiiId lie olitainable for tliem. 

Jolin Miller, in wliose eliarge thew' yearlings were 
hrougiit up from Kentucky, lind every reason to be 
jinaid of tlie band, wlien lie landed tlieiii at Graves- 
end and turned tliem over to the care of assistant 
trainer -Alf. Ilollierg, wlio was in wailing to receive 
tliem. Trainer Wlielan arrived at tlie stalde soon 
after tlie arrival of the youngsters and exjiressed 
liinisclf as especially pleased witli the manner in 
whicli tliey liad shipix'd. 

In fact, (here was not a gaunt, or tired-looking 
one ill the string, and all appeared ready for tlieir 
liay tlie momi'iit tliey took up tlieir new quarters. 
To* one wlio liad not seen these yearlings before 
lliey left Kentucky tliey furnished aii altogether 
agreeable sunirise. While none of them looks at 
all overgrown, tliere is not one in the hand tint could 
lx- regarded as under- sized. 'I’aken as a wliole, they 
are wonderfully even and well balaneed; and wliile 
not one lias tlie look of Iiaviiig liad liis growth 
forced, all are in full flesh and absolutely fit to 
iH'giii tlieir edneation. 

Tliey l<M)k like a hand of colts wliieii liad been bred 
and reared for actual racing rather than for sho.v 
or sale. It will be suritrising if any of these colts 
slioiild go amiss earlj' in their educational ix-riod. 
as colts wliose growtli li:is betui forced are apt to 
do. AVhlle they are well nniirishcd, full of healtii 
and animal spirits, they are at the same time 
ai'tive ami rai-y-li Miking; tliey are a healtliy, robust 
and hardy-looking liaiid. 

As to i-oiifoniiatioii, tliey are peculiarly at- 
tractive. (If <-oiirse, this is not surprising, as tlii’y 
liave Ix-en bred along seientifieally-seleeted hhxvl 
lines for paieratioiis and of late liy a young lady 
who iiilierited a love of tlie tlioroughlired from on*- 
of tlie most aecomplisiK'd and successful horse 
lir<‘*‘d<-rs which tills country has known, and wlio 
lias liccri profiting by liis tutelage from lier early 
eliildlioixl. Sill- went to Kingston Farm from that 
world-famous hroeding farm (histleton, wlienee went 
abroad such ra«-e hors*-s and sires as Domino, 
('oniiiiando. Disguise, Ultimus, llipiMulrome, tlie ill- 
fateil Sysoiili.v, j’.i-ii Brusii, Sw*-ep, Di-llii, tViliii ami 
siieli a host of winning fillii-s timl mart-s that it 
would lx- tedious to attempt to enumerate tiu-m.
